zation, will show up in the 
dol- 


lars-and-cents ceiling prices on all 
beef 
w h i c h become 
effective 


Monday morning, Retailers must 
have their prices posted by June 4.

Policy 


St. Louis, May 12 (/P). —Hie na 


lional commander of the America) 
Legion sharply assailed the admin 
istration's foreign policy today an 
called for an immediate all-out ef 
fort by America to win the wa 
Korea. 


"This is the first time in Amcr- 


can history that we have gone into 
a war afraid that we might make 
our enemy mad," Commander Erie 
Cockc, Jr., said in a speech pre- 
pared for a celebration of the le- 
gion's founding in St. Louis 32 yea 
ago. 


"A war is justified for one rea- 


son alone and thai is viclory," the 
29-year-old commander declared. 


"The Chinese Reds have elected 


to fight us. They are doing every- 
thing they can to whip us. Yet our 
troops arc ordered to pull 
their 


punches. 


Cocke said America 
isplaying 


into Russia's hands by its cauti- 
ous policy in the Far East, and 
added: "What we must rccognc/.i 
immediately is that America musl 
fight communism in self-defense 
and fighl il wilh everything ,Amcr-i 
ca has — and right now" 


He described the nation's grea 


est need today as "a foreign policy 
that is American In origin, Ameri- 
can in concept and American in ob- 
jective." 


Cocke criticized the U. S. state 


department and the United Nations 
for "playing politics with the Brit- 
sh to save Hong Kong at the cost 
of American lives." 
"They are encouraging aggres- 


sion diplomatically by their will 
ingncss to bargain for appease 
ment," he said. "They are encour- 
aging further acts of aggression 
jy sanctioning the trading with the 
Chinese and Russian Communists."
